HITS PEACE PLEA

Calls President Foremost
Apostle of Peace in

1 World.

NEW YORK, March U Andrew Car-
negie, the man lio recently Rave
JIO.000,000 to further the cause of inter-
national peace, today Is the wannest
adocate that can bo found of President
Taft'a now policy of peace through ar-

bitration agreements. Not in years has
anything so aroused the anthui-ias- of
the "Laird of Sklbo," and ho Is in al-

most daily communication with Presi-
dent Tart, whom he characterizes as
"tho foremost apostle of peace that the
world has ever seen."

in an interview today, Carnegie gave
full approval to the views recently ex-

pressed by Lord Admiral Charles Beres-for- d,

that America and England, work-In- s

together, could come near to making
war between great powers impossible.

"Assuming," says Carnegie," that our
race has abolished war, as it has pri-

vate war dueling tho effect upon other
stations would be overwhelming.

Brotherhood of Peace.
"It is only what I have expected. That

one power will be followed by others,
one after the other. The fact is that If
this treaty is adopted by the Senate
overwhelmingly, it will so Impress the
world that-oth- er nations will do as the
pne nation has done already ask to be
allowed to enter the brotherhood of
peace."

"What nation has led the world,"
said Carnegie, "in 'government of Un-
people, for the people and by tho peo-ple- T

"Where Is tho nation in which anj
man's privilege Is every man's right un-
der the law? We arc the first child or
triumphant democracy and we are falsi
to our mission if we do not only occup)
the leading position but push on stfl
turther toward perfection, for there in
no limit to man's ascent on the earth.

Faying, "I am for arbitration heart and
soul. I don't believe, however, that wn
shall see, in our day, substantial peaco
established on that basis." I wish to
eay that for a naval officer that is si
remarkably creditable statement It ii

Dewey in many a day. I hazard
the prediction that, if this treaty com-
bining the English-speaki- ng races to
peace be executed. Admiral Dewey will
himself live to hee a realization of his
wish

"Assuming that several of the nations
have agreed to such a treat and that
it was broken, we would Immediately
stop the mails We would consider that
members of the human famllv had

the rules and proprieties of the
club, and decline to have further Inter-
course with it This would be a mucl
more severe punishment than that of
war."

We Have No Enemies.
Asked whether he thought the fact

that the Government had succeeded in
mobilizing only lftOOO troops in Texas in
two weeks argued against America's
preparedness for war, Carnegie replied

"If it were only 1,000 soldiers I would
consider the nation invincible and armed
against all possible enemies We hae
no enemies. A gentleman from Japan
declared to me today that If there s
one nation in tho world Japan wants to
be friendly with, that nation is our
own."
